Admit Breaking Info 
Lawn Mower Shop 
Jim mie Givens, 9 , and Cecil 
Way ne Roberts, 10, are being held 
in the city jail today after having 
confessed to Chief of Police H ar­ 
old Wallace they had broken into 
the Lawnmower Sales and Service 
Shop owned by M. H. Davis, on 
Hig hway 6 0 N., opposite the Hig h­ 
way Department offices, last nig ht. 
The two boy s, fourth g raders at 
the Airport school, were picked up 
late last nig ht by Officer Ira Shuf- 
fit after he had caug ht them in the 
act of breaking a window at the 
Armory . He broug ht them to the 
jail for detention. 
This morning at 6 :30 a.m. Chief 
Wallace was called by Davis who 
reported the break-in there. Im ­ 
mediately after visiting the site 
the chief said he recog nized the 
work as that of kids and went back 
to the jail to q uestion the two 
y oung sters picked up by Officer 
Shuffit. 
After a long period of q uestion­ 
ing by the chief, in which the boy s 
at first stubbornly refused to ad­ 
mit they had any thing to do with 
the break-in, the older one was 
asked whether he knew who had 
do ne it. He declared he knew the 
bo y s, but didn’t know their names 
and asked ‘JrTwu d&A’t think we’d 
Jo a trick like that do y o u? ” 
The 
chief told him he didn’t think it, 
he knew it, and then the older 
boy asked “Who told y ou?” From 
then o n the story came out piece 
meal until finally Wallace had 
the whole story . 
They told the chief they had 
broken into the store about 10 
last nig ht and had carried away 
the stolen g uns, etc., in a wire bi­ 
cy cle basket and had g one out on 
the Lakeview Road where they 
had hidden the loot. 
The boy s were taken out on the 
road and pointed out the culvert 
where the stolen g oods were hid­ 
den. They turned over to the po­ 
lice five pistols, a rifle, a wrist 
watch, and several box es of as­ 
sorted 
ammunition 
which, 
the 
chief said, the boy s identified as 
the thing s they had taken from 
the store. 
In reporting the robbery , Davis 
said he had closed his shop about 
5:30 p.m. and opened up at about 
6 :15 a.m. today . Mrs. Davis no­ 
ticed a hole broken in the rear 
window where the boy s had g ain­ 
ed entrance and after checking up 
and discovering their loss, Davis 
called the police. 
In the investig ation, the chief 
assisted by Officer Tay lor, learned 
that Jimmie Givens, 9 , is the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. R alph Givens of 
By num St., in the Smith Addition. 
Jimmie told the police his father 
worked in St. Louis. Cecil Way ne 
Roberts, 10, told the police he was 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. Cecil Rob­ 
erts, also of By num St., and that 
his father is employ ed here in 
town. 
The boy s, it developed, are not 
related but live near each other 
and are known as pals. The older 
boy , according to the chief, was 
picked up several months ag o on a 
charg e of tearing up the electric 
fence at the Buckholtz Bull Serv­ 
ice and doing about $15 worth of 
damag e. He was released, Wallace 
said, after the boy ’s father paid 
the damag es. 
In addition to breaking “a little 
piece off the window” at the A r­ 
mory last nig ht and breaking into 
the Lawnmower Service store, the 
boy s admitted they had prowled 
several automobiles, but did not 
seem to be able to say just where 
they did it. They took a handful 
of inex pensive ball point fountain 
pens out of one car and left them 
in the store when they entered 
there. The pens were found by the 
police when they investig ated the 
break-in but apparently the car 
from which the boy s said they took 
the pens had been driven away as 
it could not be located. 
Prosecuting 
Attorney 
Dempster said this morning the 
boy s would be handled in the 
m anner for such cases. A com­ 
plaint will be filed in juvenile 
court and the boy s will probably 
be released in the custody of their 
parents.

Our pneumonia death rates continue to be far greater than for those 
of the country as a whole. Poor nutrition and lack of medical care for 
the low income groups probably account for much of this. Will we 
never learn that burial costs more than early medical care? 
Diabetes is number 7 killer. Each year one week is designated as 
Diabetes Detection Week. It has never been observed in Scott County. 
Are we willing to let it pass unnoticed in 1953, when the disease killed 
six of our citizens in 1952? 


In 1950, our accidental death rate was 45.6 when the state rate 
was 32.3. Without a single catastrophe like a tidal wave, or a flood, or 
a totnado, or a transport airplane crash, we have amassed the stagger­ 
ing rate of 60.9. This is for residents only. Many non-resident deaths 
occurred because of accidents within our county, and may have been 
caused by some element existing here. These facts are so startling 
that all accidental deaths are listed below by injury, color and age. 
The information for the 3 dying in Cape Girardeau County is not com­ 
plete. Please notice ages given. Accidents are the leading cause of 
death in our young population.

Survey Shows SEMO 
Wants Balanced Budget 
Before Tax Reduction 
While Southeast Missourians are 
insisting on economy in the opera­ 
tion o.f the federal government and 
would welcome relief from high 
taxes, nevertheless there appears 
to be no question but that they are 
primarily interested in balancing 
the budget before attempting to 
reduce taxes, according to Con­ 
gressman Paul C. Jones who this 
week announced the result of a 
poll of the people living in the 
Tenth 
Congressional 
District 
of 
Southeast Missouri on a variety 
of timely issues. 
Conducting his own poll, Con­ 
gressman Jones mailed his ques­ 
tionnaires to approximately 40,000 
“box-holders” in small towns and 
rural districts, while slightly more 
than 10,000 went to names selected 
on a spot-check basis from tele­ 
phone directories in the larger 
towns and cities of the district. 
While only 4,000 of the question­ 
naires have been returned, this is 
actually a larger percentage than 
usually responds in such a poll, 
where a 5 percent return is con­ 
sidered sufficient to make a fair 
( appraisal of the views of the en­ 
tire group. The fact that approxi­ 
mately 8 percent 
returned 
the 
questionnaire convinces Congress­ 
man Jones that he has information 
which in most cases at least, can 
be considered representative of 
the views of the more than 330,000 
constituents in Southeast Misouri. 
Actually, the official tabulation 
includes only 3271 of the question­ 
naires, those that were tabulated 
at the end of a three-week period 
following receipt of the first re­ 
turns. About 3500 questionnaires 
were returned during the first 
three weeks, and an additional 500 
have since arrived, but as the tabu­ 
lators moved through the returns 
as they were received daily, there 
was found to be practically no 
change in percentages and for that 
reason, Congressman Jones said 
he felt there was nothing to be 
gained by waiting longer before 
analyzing the results. 
While a mere tabulation of “yes” 
and “no” answers is not signifi­ 
cant, the Congressman said that 
the overwhelming majorities in 
some cases are significant even 
without taking into consideration 
the comments that were included 
on approximately one-fourth of 
the questionnaires returned. Some 
of these comments were brief, 
others in the form of discussions 
taking up as much as three single­ 
spaced 
typewritten 
pages. 
Most 
were pertinent to the questions 
while others gave expressions on 
subjects not included in the ques­ 
tionnaire. 
Interest in the 14 questions rang- 


ed from a return of 98 percent who 
expressed their opinion on federal 
aid to education to the 86 percent 
who voiced an opinion on state- 
wood for Hawaii and Alaska, while 
the question of balancing the bud­ 
get before reducing taxes tied with 
! that of electing the President and 
Vice-President by popular vote, 
; each of these being answered by 
¡a high 96 percent, 3144 out of the 
3271 returning questionnaires. 
Now as to the actual votes, with 
a brief analysis by Congressman 
Jones: 
While many of those reporting 
expressed the belief that there 
could be some tax reduction while 
balancing the budget, 83 percent 
said they wanted the budget bal­ 
anced first, the vote being 2606 
“Yes” to 538 “No” to the question, 
“Do you favor balancing the bud­ 
get before attempting to reduce 
taxes?” 
One must take into considera­ 
tion the comments accompanying 
the vote on the question, “Do you 
favor Federal aid to schools,” as 
there were probably more contin­ 
gencies expressed on this question 
than any other one, despite the 
fact that an overwhelming per­ 
centage of 73 percent were for aid, 
to 27 percent against. As a general 
principle the people are FOR more 
money and adequate funds for 
education, but demand that con­ 
trol of our schools be left with 
local boards, for throughout the 
replies could be detected a fear 
that the Federal government might 
attempt to obtain control through 
the granting of aid. While he said 
that he had not had time to make 
a special tabulation on this question 
Congressman Jones estimated that 
at least half of those who said they 
favored Federal aid, placed some 
restriction on the way in which 
this aid would be handled. Inci­ 
dentally, 
the 
Congressman 
said 
that he personally read each of the 
comments and had already answer­ 
ed a few hundred of those calling 
for replies. 
Eighty-live out of 100 persons 
responding to the question, “Do 
you favor a continuation of the 
farm support program under which 
farmers may obtain loans on cot­ 
ton, corn, wheat and other basic 
commodities?” indicated that they 
favored such a program, and 89 
percent of those returning ques­ 
tionnaires voted on this question. 
To indicate that a majority un­ 
derstood the problem upon which 
they were expressing themselves, 
76 percent answered the question, 
“If your answer to the above ques­ 
tion is “Y ES”, do you favor a 
continuation of price supports at 
(a) 90 percent of parity with mar- ! 
keting quotas when necessary0” 
and 90 percent of these voting said 
they 
favored 
marketing 
quotas 
when necessary in order to have ! 
90 percent of parity. On the other 


hand, only 48 percent expressed 
themselves on the second half of 
this question which dealt with 
price supports WITHOUT any con­ 
trols, and even then 56 percent 
of those voting said they were 
opposed. There was little if any 
difference on this program in the 
votes coming from the rural sec­ 
tions and the larger towns, and in 
Southeast Missouri, at least, 
it 
would be safe to say that 80 per­ 
cent of the people favor a price 
support program at 90 percent of 
parity, with acreage controls and 
marketing quotas when necessary. 
A question which brought forth 
a large number of replies, 95 per­ 
cent to be exact, was No. 11 on the 
list, “Do you favor increasing the 
length of the term of office of Rep­ 
resentative in Congress from 2 
to 4 years?” The Congressman said 
that while he appreciated the im­ 
plication of confidence in the pres­ 
ent Representative, he was inclin­ 
ed to believe that many of the 68 
percent who said they favored such 
a change, had not fully considered 
the safeguards which our founding 
fathers had in mind when they 
provided the short term for mem­ 
bers of the House of Representa­ 
tives. While there are many ad­ 
vantages to the Representative, 
and some to the people, Congress­ 
man Jones said that he doubted 
the wisdom of this proposed move 
which has been endorsed by former 
Vice-President Barkley and many 
other leaders outside of Congress. 
Although 3084 of the 3271 ques­ 
tionnaires showed an answer to 
the question, “Do you favor re­ 
moval of all price and wage con­ 
trols?” there was less unanimity 
of opinion than on any question 
since 48 percent said they favored 
such removal (which has taken 
place) while 52 percent voiced op­ 
position. Many wives wrote on the 
back of the questionnaire that they 
did not agree with their husbands 
who had voted in favor of removal 
of controls

Chicken pox is 
an infectious disease th at spreads 
rapidly. By the age of 15, th ree out 
uf every four children have had it. 
Fortunately, they rarely have to 
suffer through it m ore than once. 
In spite of the discom fort, chick­ 
en pox is one of the m ildest of 
childhood diseases. But the sy m p ­ 
toms are som ew hat like those of 
smallpox. 
Therefore, 
the 
doctor 
should be consulted at once if a 
child develops a rash of pink spots 
with a slight fewer, headache, and 
loss of appetite. 
The rash will usually appear 
first on the trunk, then the lace, 
and. in severe cases, m ay cover the 
whole body. The spots change to 
blisters which become crusted w ith 
scabs w ithin three or four days. 
D uring this time constant itching 
makes the child extrem ely uncom ­ 
fortable. It will take all m other’s 
ingenuity to d ;stract him and keep 
him from scratching and possibly 
infecting the eruptions. 
To p rev en t infection, fingernails 
should be cut short, hands w ashed 
often, 
and 
clothes 
and 
bedding 
kept fresh and clean. Very young 
children m ay need m itts on their 
hands or stiff tubes extending over 
their elbows to restrain them from 
scratching. The doctor m ay p re­ 
scribe a soothing lotion. Scars of 
scratched eruptions will fade in 
time, but m eanw hile they m ay be 
hard on the vanity of a teen-aged 
youngster. 
The chicken pox virus is passed 
on 
through secretions 
from tho 
m outh and nose and fluid from 
the blisters, usually from one day 
before until six days after the 
blisters appear. The disease breaks 
out tw o to three weeks after e x ­ 
posure.

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Defy Late Frosts to Sow 
Seed of All Hardy Plants 


SwtM Chard 
Ihaae hardy vegetable should be sowa as soon as the around 
is prepared. 


The word hardy has several 
meanings, 
but to a gardener 
only one. It means capable of 
surviving a frost. There are nu­ 
merous flowers and vegetables 
which can be sown while frost is 
still common, while others can­ 
not. 
Hardiness or the lack of it, 
therefore, determines the plant­ 
ing date for seed sown in the 
garden. And the date when frost 
is no longer probable, is a key 
date for garden planning. On the 
average, planting in any area 
begins thirty days before that 
date. 
So far as the hardy seeds are 
concerned, it pays to sow them 
as soon as you can put the 
ground in shape. 
Vegetables which should be 
sown early include peas, onion, 
spinach, Swiss chard, New Zea­ 
land spinach, turnip, beet, car­ 
rot, 
parsnip, 
salsify, 
radish, 
kohlrabi, lettuce, endive. 
Flowers which especially bene­ 
fit from an early start include 
aweet 
peas, 
annual 
larkspur, 
snapdragons, annual pinks, and 
centaurea. 
If the weather remains cold 
and damp after the garden has 
been prepared, some risk will 
attend early sowing, not from 
frost, but from moulds and fungi 
which may attack the seed be­ 
fore they sprout. This danger is 
lessened if the seed is disinfect­ 
ed. This requires a tiny pinch of 


a chemical disinfectant inserted 
in the packet and shaken so the 
seed become coated with it. 
Another precaution, especial­ 
ly if your soil has considerable 
clay, is to cover the seeds with 
a special porous soil. At this 
season sand will make a good 
covering, since it will dry out 
and warm up quickly, and never 
form a crust to imprison your 
seedlings. 
Unless you take these precau­ 
tions, you may have to resow, if 
the weather continues eold and 
damp too long. There is always 
risk in gardening, but it is a 
pleasure to take a chance and 
win, with early crops to reward 
you. Commercial gardeners al­ 
ways do it. 
Regardless of how soon the 
ground thaws out, tender seeds, 
which cannot stand frost, must 
not be sown, or plants set out, 
before the danger of frost has 
ended. 
Even 
though 
tomato 
plants are available during a 
premature warm spell, 
never 
take a chance with them, be­ 
cause you cannot win. Even if 
frost does not kill tender plants, 
cold nights will chill them, and 
they never seem to get back 
their vigor. The same rule ap­ 
plies to the tender seeds, such 
as beans, lima beans, all the 
vegetables that grow on vines, 
and others that produce fruits 
such as egg plant and peppers.

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Defy Late Frosts to Sow 
Seed of All Hardy Plants 


Parsnips 
Swiss Chard 
These hardy vegetables should be sown as soon as the ground 
is prepared. 


The word hardy has several 
meanings, 
but to a gardener 
only one. It means capable of 
surviving a frost. There are nu­ 
merous flowers and vegetables 
which can be sown while frost is 
still common, while others can­ 
not. 
Hardiness or the lack of it, 
therefore, determines the plant­ 
ing date for seed sown in the 
garden. And the date when frost 
is no longer probable, is a key 
date for garden planning. On the 
average, planting in any area 
begins thirty days before that 
date. 
So far as the hardy seeds are 
concerned, it pays to sow them 
as soon as you can put the 
ground in shape. 
Vegetables which 
should be 
sown early include peas, onion, 
spinach, Swiss chard, New Zea­ 
land spinach, turnip, beet, car­ 
rot, 
parsnip, 
salsify, 
radish, 
kohlrabi, lettuce, endive. 
Flowers which especially bene­ 
fit from an early start include 
sweet 
peas, 
annual 
larkspur, 
snapdragons, annual pinks, and 
centaurea. 
If the weather remains cold 
and damp after the garden has 
been prepared, some risk will 
attend early sowing, not from 
frost, but from moulds and fungi 
which may attack the seed be­ 
fore they sprout. This danger is 
lessened if the seed is disinfect­ 
ed. This requires a tiny pinch of 


a chemical disinfectant inserted 
in the packet and shaken so the 
seed become coated with it. 
Another precaution, especial­ 
ly if your soil has considerable 
clay, is to cover the seeds with 
a special porous soil. At this 
season sand will make a good 
covering, since it will dry out 
and warm up quickly, and never 
form a crust to imprison your 
seedlings. 
Unless you take these precau­ 
tions, you may have to resow, if 
the weather continues cold and 
damp too long. There is always 
risk in gardening, but it is a 
pleasure to take a chance and 
win, with early crops to reward 
you. Commercial gardeners al­ 
ways do it. 
Regardless of how soon the 
ground thaws out, tender seeds, 
which cannot stand frost, must 
not be sown, or plants set out, 
before the danger of frost has 
ended. 
Even 
though 
tomato 
plants are available during a 
premature 
warm 
spell, 
never 
take a chance with them, be­ 
cause you cannot win. Even if 
frost does not kill tender plants, 
cold nights will chill them, and 
they never seem to get back 
their vigor. The same rule ap­ 
plies to the tender seeds, such 
as beans, lima beans, all the 
vegetables that grow on vines, 
and others that produce fruits 
such as egg plant and peppers.

annual 
larkspur, 
snapdragons, annual pinks, and 
centaurea. 
If the weather remains cold 
and damp after the garden has 
been prepared, some risk will 
attend early sowing, not from 
frost, but from moulds and fungi 
which may attack the seed be­ 
fore they sprout. This danger is 
lessened if the seed is disinfect­ 
ed. This requires a tiny pinch of 


a chemical disinfectant inserted 
in the packet and shaken so the 
seed become coated with it. 
Another precaution, especial­ 
ly if your soil has considerable 
clay, is to cover the seeds with 
a special porous soil. At this 
season sand will make a good 
covering, since it will dry out 
and warm up quickly, and never 
form a crust to imprison your 
seedlings. 
Unless you take these precau­ 
tions, you may have to resow, if 
the weather continues cold and 
damp too long. There is always 
risk in gardening, but it is a 
pleasure to take a chance and 
win, with early crops to reward 
you. Commercial gardeners al­ 
ways do it. 
Regardless of how soon the 
ground thaws out. tender seeds, 
which cannot stand frost, must 
not be sown, or plants set out. 
before the danger of frost has 
ended. 
Even 
though 
tomato 
plants are available during a 
premature warm 
spell, never 
take a chance with them, be­ 
cause you cannot win. Even if 
frost does not kill tender plants, 
cold nights will chill them, and 
they never seem to get back 
their vigor. The same rule ap­ 
plies to the tender seeds, such 
as beans, lima beans, all the 
vegetables that grow on vines, 
and others that produce fruits 
such as egg plant and peppers.
